Washington — (CPA) — Lack of lead- 


ership on both eides of tha Atlantic 
is bcs-inning to be more and more 
apparent as the London naval con- 
ference drifts along without tangible 
progress. 


Ostensibly the delay is due to the 


French cabinet crisis and the nec- 
essity of -waiting for the return of 
Premier Tardieu or his alternate. 
Actually, however, there is a good 
deal of crossed -wires as between 
London and "Washington op whether 
Ihe United States will agree to some 
of treaty of consultation -which in 
turn will make it possible for France 
to I'ecede from, her position on ton- 
nage and thus break the deadlock. 


The fact that 1,200 prominent men 


and -women from all sections of the 
United States cabled Secretary Stim- 
son a forcefully -worded message in- 
sisting that reduction be 
kept in 


mind may have puzzled the Ameri- 
can delegates but it did not fail to 
attract attention here because of a 
significant paragraph in the brie! 
message suggesting a "joint confer- 
ence." 
This is a synonym for a 


treaty, of oonsulalion. Tha French 
have said they could not agree to 
a limitation of their right to build 
a bis navy unless "security" -were 
assured. 
Immediately 
after 
this 


word was interjected, the American 
delegates indicated their doubt. Also 
in the American senate expressions 
oC disapproval were voiced. 
In fact 


there have been so many different 
views expressed in the senate that 
it would not be surprising to 
find 


tho American delegation abroad be- 
wildered by these 
varying senti- 


ments. 


WANT UNITED FRONT 


The 1200-signa.ture message to the 


American delegation was an attempt 
to solidify American sentiment and 
show the delegates that "joint con- 
ference" is not a dangerous step for 
nations to take in advance of em- 
ergencies and that a treaty pledg- 
ing joint conference in the event of 
threats of war would be a logical 
corollary of the Kellogg treaties. It 
is assumed here 
that once 
the 


American delegation agrees to con- 
ference, the French opposition to the 
American formula will 
disappear. 


Some of the American senators will 
object even to the implications of 
"joint conference." as they arc likely 
to raise the point that it Involves a 
moral obligation to discuss and per- 
haps participate in the 
politics of 


Kurope. 


The situation -will shortly 
need 


clearing up, particularly when the 
French delegation comes 
back to 


London and it is. suspected here that 
President Hoover will be compelled 
to make some statement clarifying 
I He purposes of the American delega- 
tion and erasing some of tho uncer- 
tainty which the many speeches in 
the senate have created.

Toulouse. France—M3)—One hun- 


dred or more inhabitants of Moissac 
perished, it was feared, shortly after 
midnight when the Tarn river, swol- 
len by floods, broke through a dike 
and submerged the town. The disas- 
ter, if confirmed, is one of the worst 
flood catastrophes in France during 
the last century. 


Two quarters of the city—those of 


St. Martin and Ste. Catherine—were 
almost obliterated 
flood water from 


in the surge of 
the broken dlfe. 


Residents were caught 
unawares. 


Many perished as their houses col- 
lapsed above them; others, fleeing, 
were trapped and drowned. 


The city already was in darkness, 


the rising waters having destroyed 
its electric light facilities and cut its 
gas mains. Sparse reports received 
here mentioned 
the intermingled 


roar of the flood, the dull cracking 
of collapsing houses, and the futile 
cries of drowning and trapped resi- 
dents. 


The exact number of victims could 


not be determined Immediately, and 
probably will not be known until af- 
ter the waters subside. Hope.was ex- 
pressed tbat the estimate of ioo dead 
would prove excessive. Aside from 
these at Moissac 
there 
were 26 


known dead in the other flooded dis- 
tricts of southern France, with prob- 
ability the toll will be increased. 


MOVE FROM IIOMESJ 


The waters in some of the smaller 


rivers subsided 
somewhat but the 


Garonne was still rising today. In- 
habitants of Cadillac and other river- 
side towns moved 
out their goods 


and chattels hastily. Aged was cut 
off from the out&ide world. The last 
train left yesterday morning. There 
was neither telephone nor telegraph, 
the postoffice being flooded. 


Communication finally was estab- 


lished with Villcmur, on the plight 
of 600 workmen 
imprisoned in a 


spaghetti factory. 
The factory, at 


first in considerable danger of col- 
lapsing, was able to withstand the 
torrent although much of its stock of 
macaroni and spaghetti 
wa^ water- 


soaked. 


The electric light and power plant 


there collapsed 
with damage esti- 


mated at 4,000,000 francs. * Twenty- 
five 
houses crumbled and a bridge 


built only three years ago, was swept 
away by debris 
brought down the 


flooded river. 


Due to an almost complete lack of 


communications only a faint idea of 
the magnitude of the flood and its 
destruction was obtainable. It was 
said, however, 
that 
hundreds of 


square miles about Toulouse were in- 
undated, with a tremendous property 
damage in addition to loss of life.

AMERICANS WANT ARMS 


REDUCTION 


The other day Senator McKellar in a 


speech called upon President Hoover 
to recall the American delegation from 
London. He declared that the arma- 
ment conference was a failure and that 
we were wasting time and money by 
continuing the presence of our repre- 
sentatives at the British metropolis. It 
was an intemperate and obnoxious dis- 
play of partisanship, revealing such 
narrowness and ignorance as to make 
one wonder what stuff 
many, of our 


senators are made of. 
No intelligent 


'; person would think of such a thing 


for a moment. 
On Sunday Charles 


Francis Adams, secretary of navy, and 


= one of the delegates to the conference, 
v told an international radio audience 
:' that "we are here to stay" until a 
1- settlement is reached. 
He expressed 


the hope that substantial results would 


: be attained and his address was alto- 
- gether optimistic. Pie asked the Amer- 
, icaii people to support the efforts of 
: the United States to obtain the lowest 
. limit of armament consistent with the 


programs of other nations and with 
our own needs. 


Almost simultaneously a spontane^ 


ous nationwide appeal for reduction, 


- not merely limitation, of naval arma- 
'~, merits was cabled to the 
American 


"'- delegation in behalf of more than 1200 


"L prominent men and women from 48 


'- states and the District of Columbia, all 
' of whom authorized their signatures 


within 72 hours. The signers include 
men in all walks of life, business, pro- 


'. fessional and institutional. They based 


their appeal upon two things: 
First, 


V that the pact of Paris to renounce war 


"^-ought to be given full force and effect; 
; second, that President Hoover's Ar- 
•' mistice Day speech in which he 
de- 


clared "we 
will reduce 
our 
naval 


strength in proportion to any other. 
* * * It cannot be too low for us," 
should be kept constantly and clearly 
in mind by our representatives in all 


"; of the negotiations, to the end that the 


other nations may be induced to agree 
to substantial armament reductions. 


This was a quick response to Mr. 


Adams' request for public support. It 
expresses, we believe, the opinion and 
wishes of at least 90 per cent of the 


, American people. There are a few fa- 


natics and super-patriots who still de- 
lude themselves with the idea that mil- 
itarism is the world's hope for peace 


- and the nation's best guarantee of se- 


curity. They are, however, a mere 
handful. The great body of the Amer- 
; ican people wish to get away from the 


burdens, inconsistencies and menaces 
of large and provocative navies. They 
are in full accord with the purposes of 


• the government at 
Washington 
to 


bring about substantial and continu- 
ing reductions of armament, and 
to 


substitute for force pacific adjustment 
of international differences. 


It is significant that the cable sent by 


these 1200 prominent Americans also 
favors 
participation by the United 


States in joint conferences in the case 
of disputes which 
might 
otherwise 


lead to war. This is approving' in prin- 
ciple the position of France that con- 
sultation under some agreement sim- 
ilar to that of the four-power Pacific 
treaty is essential to her security. At 
any rate, American opinion is far from 
convinced that the conference 
i^ or 


should be a failure. 
A gathering of 


such tremendous importance must be 
permitted and encouraged to prosecute 
its work to the end and to achieve 


- what its leaders and enlightened inter- 


national opinion hope to sec achieved. 


ment is continued arbitrarily it is like- 
ly to precipitate civil war. As a matter 
of fact, there has already been a whole- 
sale exodus of Russian peasants into 
various European countries ever since 
this scheme of collectivization 
has 


been put into effect. The peasants are 
giving up their lands under protest and 
resistance. 


A dispatch from Riga says that the 


collapse of the whole agricultural ma- 
chine erected by the 
Soviet govern- 


ment is threatened by reason of its 
failure to collect and distribute suffi- 
cient seed for spring sowing, but this 
is not the least of its troubles. 
Both 


small and large farmers all over Rus- 
sia have constantly reduced their 
crops, some of them to bare family re- 
quirements, in order to escape appro- 
priation of the surplus for the state 
without recompense. It remains to be 
seen whether the participants can be 
induced to continue their struggle for 
a living cognizant of the fact that 
whatever success they may attain or 
whatever they may produce, the pro- 
ceeds to them will consist of a bare 
existence. 


The Soviet is now approaching the 


critical phase of the communist ex- 
periment. It has been by no means 
perfected in the industries or in other 
fields, for it is a fact that whatever de- 
gree of stability and prosperity the na- 
tion enjoys is due to the injection of in- 
dividual initiative and private conces- 
sions into the economic order. Wheth- 
er the farm owners will submit to hav- 
ing their land taken away from them 
and being reduced to mere state work- 
ers with no possibility of amplifying or 
improving their lives by their special 
efforts and worth remains to be seen. 
Such a scheme may work for a time, 
but it is contrary to hunian nature and 
to all social experience. Any attempt 
to reduce the people to one dead level, 
necessarily a low level at that, and to 
do a\vay with the right and opportu- 
nity 
of 
self-improvement, 
mental, 


spiritual and moral, is so subversive as 
to insure its failure.

CAPPER, HOOVER AND THE 


TARIFF BILL, 


Senator Capper of Kansas has made 


an important prediction that the tariff 
bill which is being revised by the sen- 
ate 
coalition 
of Independents 
and 


Democrats will have the approval of 
President Hoover. AVe trust that Mr. 
Capper's opinion is correct. We shall 
expect to see it confirmed rather than 
unconfirmed. The president has been 
severely criticized by both sides for 
failure or refusal to take a 
definite 


stand in the tariff controversy and in- 
dicate the specific rates he would like 
to have incorporated in the new bill. 
We do not think this was called for 
and it certainly would not ha*ve been 
diplomatic. It would, it se'ems to us, be 
an impertinent interference with the 
functions of congress, and we have no 
doubt that any president who attempt- 
ed it would be censured beyond mea- 
sure, probably by the same men who 
are now criticising him for not doing 
it. 


When Mr. Hoover recommended a 


revision of the tariff and called con- 
gress together in extra session it was 
admittedly a part of his program for 
the rehabilitation of agriculture. The 
session would not have been 
called 


merely to revise the tariff. 
It was 


called primarily for the enactment of 
a farm i-elief bill. The president in his 
recommendations to congress empha- 
sized the importance of giving agri- 
culture increased protection. That was 
a part of the 
government's general 


plan of assistance. The president indi- 
cated that revision upward in the case 
of certain languishing industries would 
be approved by the administration, but 
he did not request a general raising of 
rates.

York for a second trip to Paris to help formu- 
ate the Peace Treaty and the League of Na- 
tions. 


On his first trip to Paris on Dec. 4, 1918, 


President Wilson succeeded in persuading the 
Peace Conference to accept the principle of the 
I-ieague of Nations as a basis of peace and in 
drafting a preliminary draft of tho covenant.. 


When he returned to the United States, how- 


ever, he was confronted with Republican oppo 
sitlon to the ijcairue in the Senate. In ordci 
then to meet Republican .suggestions, the presi 
dent sailed again for France. This time he \\tu 
able to secure the insertion in the covenant ot 
certain amendments required by American bc 
ment,

Ag 
ricuitural implements sold inside the 
United States showed a gain of 86 
per cent as compared with the clos- 
ing weeks of 1929 and a gain of IS 
per cent as compared with the early 
weeks of 1930. Stocks of all kin'Js 
in the hands of retailers are low. 


The significance of this report oJ 


the federal reserve lies in the fact 
that the .buying by retailers indi- 
cates a decided return of confidence 
Confidence, according to treasury of- 
ficials, is all that tho country needs 
to put business on an equal or high- 
er plane than it was a year ago 
when new records were being es 
tablished. There is some difference

"The majority of those permanent- 


ly injured in civil life, when the dis- 
ability is slight, readjust themselves 
to suitable re-emplo\ ment

any period of special training. 


As to the number of those per 


sons who need vocational rehabilita- 
tion service, Mr. Hamijrecht stated 
that an estimate prepared by exper- 
ienced rehabilitation officials shows 
that our of every five or six persons 
permanently disabled, at least one 
is in need of vocational rehabilitation 
before he can successfully

gainful employment. 


This, he said, is believed to be a 


conservative estimate, based on a 
limited expectation of need; He also 
pointed out that through the result;

NDIAN PROBLEM IS 
CHIEFLY PROBLEM 
OF MAHATMA GANDHI 


Native Leader Made Per- 


sonal Sacrifices to Help 
His Countrymen 


(Editor's note:—This is the first of 


our articles dealing with the career 
f Mahatma Gandhi and the political 
roblem of modern India, which are 
iiseparable, and which have assumed 
cute form as a result of the >a- 
onallst demand for independence 
vhich may result in a formidable 
nprlo-Indian round table conference 
i London in the near future.) 


BY BATES KANEY 


London —(IP)— The Indian prob- 


cm, which has so suddenly assumed 
uch a formidable size, is largely the 
roblem of Mahatma Gandhi. It Is 
ifficult to separate the one from 
tie other. 
In June, 
1891, Gandhi, having 


:raduated from 
the 
University of 


jOndon, was admitted to the British 
ar and quit England for his native 
and. A Hindu firm then sent him 
o South Africa to conduct a law- 
uit. lie found the Indians living in 
South Africa treated the same as 
he aboriginal natives. He became 
nterested in their efforts to raise 
heir status and remained In Natal 
o conduct a successful 
campaign 


gainst the government's anti-Asiatic 
aws, sacrificing his large legal in- 
ome. 
He founded an agricutural colony 


lear Durban in 1904 based on his 
dea of renunciation. He abandoned 
his legal garb and began -wearing 
>nly a loin cloth. 
Henceforth he 


>ecame In the eyes of his followers 
Mahatma—the great soul. 


For organizing a mass refusal of 
'ndlan laborers to register their 
ingerprlnts, the Mahatma was im- 
irisoned at Johannesburg in 1906 
or two months. In 1913 he organ- 
zed strikes of protest at a poll tax 
said to be aimed at Asiatics. He 
ed a large procession 
across the 


ountry with the slogan, "Johannes 
>urg or jail." As It went Its num- 
bers Increased. 
Babies were born 


enroute. 
Many died. 
Finally the 


South African government had the 
procession surrounded. Its members 
vere placed on trains and sent back 
lome while Gandhi was again put 
nto jail. Eventually the Mahatma 
won better conditions for his follow- 
:rs and departed in 1914 for India. 


Indian politics had become acute 


itid soon after the World war start- 
ed, Lloyd George, harrassed by the 
ebellion in Ireland, promised India 
a greater measure of home rule. At 
hat time the Nationalist congress, 
an unofficial body founded by two 
Iberal Englishmen, 
was the 
only 


oice of Indian Nationalists. Ram- 
ay MacDonald, now prime minister, 
wrote of it as far back as 1910: 


MacDONALD'S VIEW 


"The history of the 
Nationalist 


congress is the history of the Na 
:ionalist movement. Started in 1885 
by men who were rich, who were 
Jiberals, and who had been educated 
n western ways, it was purely po- 
Itlcal. Its demand was for enfran 
chisement and for responsibility. It 
was never anti-British, and it has 
always contented Itself with demand' 
ng a measure of self-government, 
under the British raj. But it gave 
birth to a left wing which gradually 
gained an independent position and 
drew away from it. The Anglo-Indian 
administrator lost his opportunity. 
The congress which ought to have 
seen accepted toy him as a usefu 
critic was regarded by him as an ir- 
reconciliable enemy. He resented it 
He misrepresented it. 
He handed 


it over to the mercy of Its left wing 
The doctrine o£ a Sinn Fein kind of 
self-help, the dream of tho politica 
aoycolt, were encouraged 
by the 


blunders of the government." 


Gandhi came into prominence In 


India with his first political coup 
In persuading the Nationalist con 
gress of Hindus to make common 
cause with the 
Moslems in then 


support of tho Caliphate movement 
and in 1916 he effected the Lucknow 
pact creating an alliance between the 
Indian Nationalist congress and the 
Indian Moslem league. 


In 1919 when the home rule en 


visioned by Lloyd George failed to 
materialize fast enough, Gandhi an 
nounced his Satyagraha movement 
the principle of which Is the arrestd 
right to repudiate and disobey xm 
just laws. His first brush with the 
Indian government came when his 
unregistered newspaper wag 
sur. 


pressed. 


Later Gandhi stimulated a strik 


and ordered his followers to spen 
their time praying and fasting, bu 
riots occurred in Delhi when Nation 
ahsts had fatal collision with th 
police.

The area, et farm land owned by 


ono person has nothing to do with 
the definition of a farm so far as 
the Census 
Bureau is concerned. 


The question is, not how much land 
does he own, but how much does he 
operate or farm. A man who owns 
300 acres might farm half of it him- 
self and rent the other half out to 
three tenants, 50 acres 
to 
each. 


This would go down on the census 
rcords as four farms, because the 
land, farmed l>y each man Is con- 
sidered as a unit. 


On the other hand, one man might 


rent various tracts of land from 30 j 
different owners. 
lie rnipjht rent a 


few acres on shares, a, few 
more 


from somebody else for money rent, 
and the rest from other people on 
different terms. 


MAY BE SEPARATED 


Tho different pieces of land might 


be widely separated. If they were 
all farmed and 
managed by 
one 


man, they would all be put

together as one farm. If, however, 
a peparatc manager were hired to 
supervise a certain part of the land 
that part would so down as a sep- 
arate farm.

federal radio commission portends a 
revision 
of policies 
and methods 


which for the past two years have 
held sway in radio regulation. 


With Gen. Charles Mck. Saltzman 


wesidinp:, it is believed that he will 
succeed in injecting his own ideas in- 
to the acts of the commission. Align- 
ed with the general are Commission- 
ers Haroia A! Lafount and William 
I). L. Starbuck, 
who. in the past, 


generally have 
voted together on 


major issues. Commissioner Ira K. 
liobinson, who.has 
just retired 'as 


chairman, and Vice Chairman E. O. 
Sykes, usually think together, pri- 
marily because both are lawyers. 


The reorganization 
of the com- 


mission is not yet complete. It is 
not unlikely 
-that 
there will 
be 


changes in its administrative person- 
nel; The legal division only recently 
was reorganized, and it seems it will 
remain intact, but changes in the en- 
gineering division and in the. secre- 
tary's office are probable. 


One of the first changes contem- 


plated is a redistribution of assign- 
ments to individual commissioners. 
The chairman, under present proced- 
ure, is unassigned as to specific du- 
ties. Vice Chairman Sykes is charged 
with legal supervision and Commis- 
sioner Lafount with field investiga- 
tions. 


Commissioner Starbuck previously 


had been licson officer, but he took 
charge cf the engineering division 
when General. Saltzman assumed, the 
chairmanship.- Other''than this'as- 
signment, the."commission has'':, fio't 
yet worked out the rearrangement, 
although Judge Robinson' temporar- 
ily is handling: Mr. StarbucVs former 
detail.

(Post-Crescent \V«h. Bureau) 


Washington — With the average 


prices of both butter and butterfat 
showing slightly more than the usual 
seasonal decline Irons January 13 
to February 15, the farm prices of 
all dairy produces \vere six points 
lower at the end of that period than 
on January 13 and 13 points lower 
than a year ago, according to the 
Department of Agriculture. 


Declines of four per cent in 
the 


prices of butter and of butterfat dur- 
ing this period, brought farm butter 
l>r:ces to a level 16 per cent belotv 
those of a year ago and butterfat 
prices 2G_per cent below. Although 
butter production was at a some- 
what lower level in February than 
a year ago, the daily markets con- 
tinue weak because of burdensome 
storage holdings, says the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics of the 
De- 


partment of Agriculture. 


Farm prices of milk cows declined 


further from January 15 to February 
13. At ?S5 a head op. the latter date, 
the average farm price was 37 be- 
low the price, on February 13, 1929. 


The general 
level 
of all farm 


prices on February 13, 1330, 
was 


down four points irom January 13, 
being only 331 as against 134, and 
was fiv« points lower than the 13s 
of February, 1913.

Chicago Crime Lord, Near 


Freedom, Expected to Re- 
sume Racket Role

Philadelphia—It -will be the 
same 


old "Scaiface Al" Capone, master 
mind of gangdom, who will jnalk out 
of Eastern Penitentiary here on St. 
Patrick's day, March 17. 


The ten-month e^'le behind those 


sray walls has not changed his plans 
materially, according to men who 
have been close to Capote duung 
his imprisonment 
There' still are 


millions to lee made, rackets to be 
organized, and some afairs of undei- 
world honor to be settled 


Isot that this supergangster in- 


tends to continue the journey to 
Chicago which was so rudely inter- 
rupted when two Philadelphia detec- 
tives tound him carrying a gun. Xo, 
he'll wait, just as he did last spring 
in Miami, until various federal offi 
sials and a grand jury are ready to 
interview him about a subject on 
which he is the supreme authority— 
Chicago crime. 


WON'T GO TO CHICAGO 


Capone knows it wouldn't be heal- 


thy to rush to Chicago immediately 
after his release, lie knows what 
bort of "coming-out" party has been 
planned for him there. So when the 
big iron gates swing wide for him 
on St. Patrick's day, trusted friends 
will be waiting to whisk him to a 
safe and faecret destination. 


It may interest the "Bugs" Moran 


gang, or what is left of it after the 
St. Valentine massacre last year, to 
know that "Scarface" is commg out 
ot prison in fine physical fettle. .And 
it will interest everybody -n ho doesn't 
know him intimately that Capone ib 
leaving behind him scores of admir- 
ing friends—and they're not counted 
just among the prisoners either. 


Dr. Herbert Goddaid, for instance, 


vice president of the board of trus- 
tees and a distinguished 
surgeon. 


Penology is a fascinating: science for 
hun. He spends much, of his time 
at the prison hospital and in inter- 
viewing convicts. 


"Believe it or not," said the ruddy- 


faced surgeon, "Capone has not been 
unhappy here. He has had a chance 
to indulge himself in a lot of human 
qualities none of us ever guessed 
he had. His mind ia of the highest 
type and his nature is kindly. 


"He has been a splendid prisor 


er, and he has done a great deal 
for the rest of the men. 


"Capone is healthy now. He has 


lost some surplus weight and a couple 
of defective tonsils. 
For an hour 


and a half, and sometimes two hours 
a day, he has plajed handball 01 
baseball, and has worked hard at the 
office jobs assfgned him. 
He has 


lead a lot of good books, too. 


"The board of trustees never refus 


es an interview with a prisoner who 
offers a formal complaint. But there 
has been none from Capone. 
He 


shared the lot of the other prison 
era and asjjed no special privileges." 


RACKET CHIEFTAIN'S CHAR- 


ITIES 


The racket chieftain had plenty 


of money in Eastern Penitentiary, 
Where convicts are permitted to car 
ry accounts at the office, but are 
not allowed to buy luxuries for them 
selves from outside. 
Here is the 


way Capone spent part of his funds, 
according to a puson official, •who 
said: 


"At Christmas time, Warden Her- 


bei t Smith (who isn't so hardboiled as 
he likes to 
believe) 
was tearing 


around interviewing inmates aboui 
their needy families, Capone 
did 


tome investigating for himself and 
paid for 25 heaping baskets of food 


"He heard about a campaign foi 


a new children's hospital and sent 
$1,000. Thinking about it later, he 
decided that wasn't enough and ga\e 
$500 more. The Umveisity of Penn 
sylvama organized a chanty benefit 
and, maybe for a joke, sent some 
tickets to Al Capone 
lie bought 200 


of them. 


"Through the prison chaplain ho 


has sent money to aid poor families 
outside. One woman with eight chil 
dren who was about to be evicted 
from her home leccived $200. lie 
paid another's hospital bills and of 
fered her husband a job! This wa 
declined with thanks, nobody know 
icg just what the 'job' would be 


"He has helped a lot of the pn 


oners, too, but they are the onlj 
ones who ev er say anj thing abou 
his good turns."

months off for good behavior " 


One of the few traditions unchang- 


ed by the new legune at Eastern 
penitentiary is that regular cells may 
bo decorated and furnished by the 
prisoners with the few luxuries ob 
tamable at the prison store. 


CELL MATE A FORGER 


Capone and his cell mate, a forger 


had no better quarters than scores 
of other men. Prison made rugs, gai- 
ly colored, covered the cold concrete 
floor and there -were fe. few pictures 
on the walls. A smart table and twd 
comfortable cots comprised the furni- 
ture. 
A cheap radio and a phono 


graph had been purchased from the 
prisoners who previously had r- 
cupied 1he cell. ' 
The ace of gangland wrote scores 


of letters in the evenings—to his 
wife and relatives and friends. He 
received many more—begging letters, 
threatening letters, friendly letters—
